court ruled constitutional today the 
revised municipal bankruptcy act 
which permits cities, and improve- 
ment and school districts, to agree 
with creditors to reduce their in- 
debtedness in federal bankruptcy 
courts. 


Chief Justice 
Hughes delivered 


the opinion to which Justices Mc- 
Reynolds and Butler dissented. Jus- 
tice Cardozo did not participate. 


Hughes asserted that "the • bank- 


ruptcy power may be exerted to 
give cflcct to a plan for the com- 
position of the debts of an insolvent 
debtor." 


The court on May 25, 1936, held 


unconstitutional a similar act per- 
mitting reduction of indebtedness. 
The revised measure was passed 
by congress in an effort to meet su- 
preme court 
objections.

Milk Act Sustained 


The original act was held to 


violate state rights in a five to four 
opinion delivered by Justice Mc-

added. 


In a decision by Justice Stone, the 


tribunal reversed a ruling by the 
Southern Illinois Federal District 
court holding the legislation uncon- 
stitutional.

THE ROOSEVELT-LAFOLLETTE 


DISPUTE 


Government, we are told, is a science 


in many resp'ects comparable to medi- 
cine. 


The need then is for statesmen who 


can tell what ails the national patient 
and are able to prescribe the proper medi- 
cine and treatment to cure the ailment. 


For certainly America has something 


more than a rash. It is seriously sick. 


According to Governor LaFollette our 


country under the care of Mr. Roosevelt 
now finds itself much like the man who 
was operated on for gallstones only to 
find that his pain came from an ingrown 
toenail and that during the unnecessary 
gallstone operation his physician had care- 
lessly sewn up in him a forceps, several 
needles and a spool of catgut. 


In respect to production 
Wisconsin's 


governor is so clearly correct in his criti- 
cism of national policies as to place him- 
self with many other men who have done 
more than superficial thinking upon the 
proposition but who have been bolder 
with their pens and tongues during the 
last five years in pointing out the same 
absurdity for which they earned nothing 
but vitriolic attacks from the smear artists 
in the administration's entourage and who 
are paid a monthly salary for this work 
out of the national treasury. 
• • * 


You may gather some idea of the pro- 


ficiency of Dr. Roosevelt when you read 
his recent statement that the present de- 
pression, like the one in 1929, was caused 
by production outdistancing the purchas- 
ing power of consumers. 


That is the President's diagnosis of 


what ails the patient. 


If he is mistaken in this regard the sit- 


uation is just as critical as where a phy- 
sician starts treating a patient for typhoid 
when diphtheria is the trouble. 


Let us say for Mr. Roosevelt that the 


idea that our various industrial crises are 
periodically caused by production out- 
running the power of the people to buy 
is not original with him but the very core 
of the Karl Marx or official socialist and 
communist theory in relation to the propo- 
sition. 


And like so many ideas that are born 


in class distinctions or created by men 
who fashion all their works upon a class 
distinction or class struggle idea it is like- 
ly to become popular at first with the 
masses, as it did for a while in America, 
until it ij examined into closely, when it 
will becoma evident to anyone that it is 
as absurd and as purely nonsensical as that 
story about the moon being made out 
of cheese. 


The Marx idea pretends to account for 


our getting into a depression. But it nev- 
er goes to the extent of explaining how 
we have gotten out of so many. And the 
nations of the world have always gotten 
out of them without providing great sums 
of money es per the Roosevelt theory to 
provide lor the alleged deficiency in the 
national ability to buy. 


To quote the President directly he says 


that in the spring of 1937 production was 
going ahead at such a fast rate in this 
country that "the buying power of the 
nation lagged behind." Fortunately it is 
within the power of all, Mr. Roosevelt in- 
cluded, to demonstrate that he is making 
a serious blunder. Our recent depression 
first made itself noticeable in the steel 
mills, in what we call "capital goods," in 
the places where are received first the 
plans and orders of America's great in- 
dustrial plants for future extension. 


Mr. Roosevelt doesn't like to look at 


this part of the picture because it shows 
with the certainty of death that his Job 
Destruction Tax on corporate profits was 
the immediate cause of the present indus- 
trial stagnation. 


It wasn't that the people didn't have 


enough money to buy. Long after the 
steel mill business began to drop the de- 
partment stores were crowded with cus- 
tomers as is shown by their monthly re- 
ports in which the buying power of the 


*V, public manifested itself at a high rate for 
xas much as six months after the depres- 


sion started. 


This attitude is further fortified by fig- 


ures released by the national government 
•itself for industrial production in America 
actually increased only 8 per cent in the 
year ending July 31, 1937, whereas fac- 
tory payrolls during the same period of 
lime increased 24 per cent, three times as 


lUCll. 
i 


Piling.up further evidence, if it is dc- 


!tfed, there arc the National Industrial 


Board reports sustaining the 


fact that for the same period the amount 
of payrolls in this country increased sub- 
stantially over the increase in the value 
of the national output. 


During these same 12 critical months 


the hourly wage rate in the factories of 
. America skyrocketed clear above the 1929 
level. 


If, with all these symptoms, a physi- 


cian can conclude that "production out- 
ran the buying power of the nation'' we 
fear he would be the kind who would 
read the thermometer 
at 
99 when it 


showed a fever of 104. 


This depression came upon us while 


production in fact was lagging far behind 
the buying power of the people. It came 
upon us while wages were increasing and 
the output, in comparison, decreasing. It 
came upon us under circumstances the 
exact opposite from what Mr. Roosevelt 
details. 


* * • 


And what is the prescription of the 


President for the ailment? 


Having ascertained that the patient has 


typhoid when in truth it has diphtheria it 
must be anticipated that the President 
will give the wrong treatment. And yet 
as conditions alter in the White House 
the treatment occasionally changes, some- 
times.accentuating the very difficulty, giv- 
ing the patient more fever, raising an al- 
ready high pulse higher, but never de- 
parting from the fatuous but popular 
Marxian theory that an industrial crisis is 
caused by production outrunning "the 
buying power of the people." 


There is something in this diagnosis a 


good deal like that other one concerning 
the cause of war—munition makers, you 
know. 
It is always popular to let the 


mass of people understand that whatever 
difficulty or danger beclouds the skies it 
could never be their fault. It is always 
the fault of some scheming devil in human 
form. For war it is the munition maker. 
For depression it is the fact that the peo- 
ple have not received their share of the 
national income by way of wages. And 
the crowds nod assent to these ridiculous 
reasons largely because it absolves them 
from all blame when they should not be 
absolved.

Most of the people in this country had 


a feeling of revulsion against certain Roo- 
sevelt policies that they could envisage 
plainly. 
While hungry children huddled 


in tenements it seemed awful that food 
should be destroyed and buried to rot. 


Yet that idea which pervaded those 


Roosevelt policies is no more erroneous 
than the President's idea today that you 
can bring back prosperity which must be 
built upon a solid 
foundation by the 


blubber created through national debts 
and stretched credit. 


Governor LaFollelte is right in con- 


cluding that there is no way back to a 
sound foundation excepting through any 
by reason of increased production which 
in turn creates more wealth. 


He should add that increased produc- 


tion in certain lines that should now be 
employing millions of more men can be 
accomplished only by just policies based 
upon reality through which the other mil- 
lions of our savers and investors are made 
to conclude that the purpose of the nation- 
al government is not a skyrocketing ride 
with the playboys, the parlor socialists, 
nor the long-haired and long-eared garden 
variety of intellectuals, nor anything else 
Mexican, but upon intelligent policies of 
justice and fair play.

READING COMES BACK 


In the Westchester schools they have found 


that young children who are backward in their 
reading fall most easily into delinquency. A 
study of 1,000 such youngsters has shown'that 
in nine cases out of 10 the trouble manifests it- 
self as early as the fourth primary grade. Here 
the connection between misbehavior and the 
inability to read is "crucial." The child's further 
progress depends on reading. "Failure to read 
for many children becomes the first serious 
blocking experience of their lives."

needs to be studied. 


Under the existing law the size of 


the navy is fixed at the tonnage 
provided by the naval treaties; un- 
der the bill now being debated a 20 
per cent larger navy would be "au- 
thorized." That does not mean that 
we shall soon have such a navy. \\"c 
do not now have a navy as large 
as the existing Jaw alrea_dy author- 
ized. We may never have it. For 
all the ships authorized have not 
been built. The money necessary to 
build them has not even been ap- 
propriated. There is nothing which 
compels future congresses to supply 
the money. 
The new bill simply 


makes it legal for future congresses 
to provide the money and for this 
president and future president's to 
build, if they can get the money, 
ships up to 10 per cent of the ton- 
nage stipulated in the virtually de- 
funct treaties of naval limitation. 
Planning- Unnecessary 
For Navy Efficiency 


All this Senator Vandenberg un- 


derstands very •well. This makes the 
character of his argument all the 
more bewildering.

If the sen- 
ator is right that supplemental con- 
struction will take even ten years to 
complete, then he must not talk as 
if he were being asked to make the 
lax-payers give up a billion dollars 
next week. 


What he is actually being asked 


to do. of course, is neither to ap- 
propriate a huge sum of money, nor 
even to start the actual construction 
of what he calls a "super-super 
navy." He being asked to give his 
approval to a legal plan, good the- 
oretically for five or 
ten years, 


which will guide the navy and fu- 
ture congresses in their building 
program. The reason for making 
such a plan is that the navy needs 
to know in advance what kind of 
navy congress is likely to provide 
the money for. The navy needs to 
know this, because it takes about a 
year merely to draw the paper de- 
signs and make the contracts for a 
battleship.

Turning: an iron rod into a magnet 
-There is a story about the finding 


of the first magnet which may, or 
may not, be true. Long ago, we are 
told, a shepherd in Magnesia, a re- 
gion of Asia Minor, was walking 
through a field. In one hand, he 
carried 
an 
iron-topped 
staff or 


crook. After touching the iron tip 
to the ground, he noticed little 
black "stones" which clung to the 
tip. They were loadstones, and it 
was hard to pull them off! 


Several ways in which people can 


make magnets are known. One way 
is to place a piece of iron on a 
loadstone, and let it stay there a 
while. 


Another way was described in a 


letter from my good friend, Mr. 
Leonard Loos, high school princi- 
pal of Euclid, Ohio. 


"If a person has a compass and 


an iron rod," he wrote, "he can 
make an interesting test. This is the 
way to do it: 


"Hold the rod so it points north. 


Let the end toward the north be 
held downward, so the rod is on a 
slant. Then sharply strike the up- 
per end with a hammer 
several 


times. 


'After that 
is done, your iron 


rod should have the 
pov/er of a 


magnet—not a very strong magnet, 
to be sure, but a magnet just the 
same." 
f 
The other day, I made that test. 


From a hardware dealer, I bought 
two iron rods, each about two feet 
long and half an inch thick. I also 
purchased an iron bolt about eight 
inches long. 


• Using the 
compass to tell 
the 


true north, I placed the end of one 
of the rods on the floor, and struck 
the other end with the bolt, as I did 
not have a hammer at hand. 


After three or four blows, I test- 


ed the rod on the compass needle, 
and-found out all sorts of interest- 
ing things. The end I had held 
downward had the power of pulling 
the north-seeking end of the com- 
pass needle. On the other hand, it

Any piece of iron will attract one 


end of a compass needle, but the 
test to prove your rod is magnetized 
is to find whether it will push the 
other end away. 


Later I made the same tests with 


the other rod and with the long 
bolt. They, too, were turned into 
magnets. 


How docs it happen that an iron 


rod can be turned into a magnet? 
That question we shall try to ans- 
wer tomorrow.

The radio in the home has brought its problems with it. The programs 


arc varied in kind, quality and influence .There arc some that, I agree, 
are not good for children to hear. By children I mean those under twelve 
years, roughly grouped. Shooting a man should never be presented as a 
light matter. Murder should never be presented in the light of a sport. 
Gun play of any kind ought not to be presented to children as a highly 
entertaining game. The children arc likely to accept such implications 
and act-upon them, tragically. 


Entertainments that strike horror into the hearts of children are not 


good for daily fare. An occasional ghost story, told to a group of selected 
children, usually above the ages of twelve, may do no harm, but you can- 
not give a series of ghost tales, blood curdling horrors, dark mysteries 
suggestive of worse to come, day after day, without damaging the nerv- 
ous systems of the listening children. 


Programs that make bad manners funny are not good training for 


children. Manners arc an artificial form of expression for young chil- 
dren. To make them automatic takes a long period of teaching and 
practice. One exhibition of bad manners made funny is enough to undo 
a lot of hard work on the teacher's 
part, and the result is not funny at 
all. 
Bad-mannered 
children are 


made to suffer the penalty of bad 
manners, always,' and if, as is like- 
ly, these bad manners, with their 
questionable ethic, are carried into 
maturity, the unfortunate one is 
likely to find himself isolated and 
despised. 


Parents ask what they are to do 


about such programs as these they 
deplore. My idea of it Is to turn oft" 
the 
objectionable 
program 
and 


tune in one that is better. That is 
one lovely thing about radio. 
A 


movement of the finger invites a 
program in or turns it out. There 
are good programs, entertaining 
programs, on the air. suitable for 
children to hear, and which they 
enjoy. 


Some parents make the mistake 


of choosing programs suited to 
adult audiences. Symphony orches- 
tras give us the best kind of music, 
of course, but children of twelve 
and under, rarely like to listen to 
it more than a few minutes at a 
time. It is too much for them. Let 
them listen to some of the lighter 
music. Why not let them do so? 
Share the radio, you adults taking 
the symphony and the children tak- 
ing some of the others. A lilting 
melody charms many a listener 
when a musical presentation of a 
mood wearies. 


The news commentators are in- 


teresting for grown people, but 
children tire of them. One family 


solved their difficulty by agreeing 
to listen to the boy's favorite pro- 
gram if the boy listened with them 
to a certain news commentator. 
They liked his program and the 
boy settled down to like the news 
commentator. 


Share the radio with the chil- 


dren; listen with them and discuss 
the programs they like. Don't im- 
pose grown-up's programs on chil- 
dren under twelve years of age be- 
cause they do not understand them. 
Turn off the programs which seem 
to harm the children and write to 
the sponsors immediately. Don't ex- 
pect the government to do for you 
what you can do with a movement 
of your finger, a note and a stamp. 
a little patient work and listening 
with the children. 


The result is. of course, that the 


girls who are victims of their over- 
strict parents are not only depriv- 
ed of the pleasures that belong to 
their time of life, but they are 
doomed to old maidenhood. They 
never even get to know a boy.

remained in 
the United 
States. 


Where is it? A study of thc figures 
for bank deposits shows that, as be- 
tween June, 1933. and January, 
1938, deposts in all banks have in- 
' creased by just about $17,500,000,- 


000. It is fair to assume, therefore, 
that the money borrowed from the 
American people 
in the form of 


government bonds and notes has, to 
a large extent, finally found its way 
back to the banks and there it re- 
mains. Some of it, no doubt, is in 
the form of surpluses in manufac- 
turing enterprises, 
though the in- 


crease of surpluses between 1933 
and 1935. even including new planis 
and machinery, has not been more 
than $9,000.000,000 in all. of which 
probably a third is in cash. Not all 
of this increase could be attributed 
to the flow of government 
funds, 


because a huge investment of capi- 
tal was functioning before 1933. 


Money in Banks 


The bulk of the "pump priming" 


money is undoubtedly in the banks 
lying idle. There's enough funds 
available 
to start a full-fledged 


prosperity 
movement without an- 


other dollar 
of "pump 
priming." 


The reasons why this money lies 
unemployed and is not put to work 
are related to administration pol- 
icies. One of these policies is a def- 
inite program of redistribution of \ 
income.
